I cannot resist sticking my nose [or maybe my neck) into the Leaded-fuel 
conthoversy. Several weeks ago 1 was given a copy of a reply by G. W. Drow, 
Assistant Chie Engineer of Buick, to a Letter on this subject grom a BCA 
chapter. Thés copy is too poor t0 reproduce, but some of Mr. Drew's comments 
are quoted below. 


Almost ate of us, I'm sure, have read something about this. Those of you 
who've read the same Stuss as I’ have will have seen widely-difgering views, 
and strongey-heed opinions. I suspect a lot of it may be exaggerated. To’ hear 
some of the pro-Lead people teke it, one would think any car made in the 1960'S 
on before woukd breathe its last after a few tankfues of no-Lead, due to rapid 
vate war, don't pretend to be an expert, on anything close to one, 


the absence of Lead can protong the Life of 0: Spark plugs 
and exhaust systems. Mr. Drew concludes by sa has taid 

to rest any bility problems" caused by unteaded 
gas. On the that 


"Octane," or the anti-knock quakity of gasotine, is of course a separate 
problem for the "okd car” hobbyist. Many of the hégh-comptession engines of the 
"50's and '60"S won't nun well on anything commonty avactable today. (I ran 
Anko a febkow at a car show who uses hakg regular and half 110-octane aviation 
gas, but he wasn't saying how he gets the fatter.) For 1937 and '38 Buick, 
fortunately, the "octane" problem should not exést. My shop manual says that 
series 40 engines were designed to run on "white gas” (which T assume is a 
1930's team for "no Lead") with an octane rating of 70, and that the Larger 
engines need 75 octane. My car seems to run gine on 87-octane unleaded; however, 
although I'm not much worried about the vatve wear problem, 1 usuatly put in a 
few gatfons of regutar. 


. I suspect that a tot we've seen and heard is as much anti-government 
opinion as anything efse. The automobile, after all, has a special place in 
American Lige, and gor the average car hobbyist, a very speciat place. He is 
not the Least bit interested in having the govi ek him what kind of 
car he ought to have, or how fast he can drive on Interstate 70, on what kind

the same as government interfering in his bedroom. Tf such a man's home is 
his castte, then so is his car. [I note in passing that other paratlels may 
be drawn between cars and bedrooms.) Your Editon is no fan of modern government 
himset§, by and Large. Certainty, I think, such views are understandable. 


Should we get ake the Lead out, on most of it? I'm stitl undecided 
mysek{, but would probably come down on the side of getting it out, on the 
grounds that the vatve wear problem is not ate that bad, and that Lead is 
highty poisonous stuf{. What do you think?

Question; what is the connect treatment for the metal shagt on the gear shift handee. 

Mine was austy and I painted <t broun on my 37. Is paint connect, oh were 
they plated? If painted, what is the correct colon? Any diggerence between series and 
yeans? 


Answer; The gear shigt soon shigt handles were all painted with a dark brown color, 
which on the 40 and 60 series cans,atso used the same broun on othen parts 

such as the steering column, Dash ash trays, Degroster ducts,and the Radio Face Plate. 

Tn the §0/90 Series they used the same with the exception of the dash parts which were 

painted with a Faum color. The exact color is cabled Tobacco Broun Metaelic and the 

old Dupont number was #43407. To my knowkedge you can not use the old number, so T 

took an original piece that was not sun bleached, waxed it, and matched it to a current 

paint chép. Not everyone agrees with my choice, but I use Pupont Acrylic Lacquer and 


the paint number is #5103L and I think it Looks Great!

In fact I have two suggestions 
to make. The first would be to génd a Local sheet metal shop that you coutd take the car 
to for fitting. Vou shoutd have the runningboards and doors off the car and all rust 
removed from the area. With everything out of the way and everything clean, it is a 
netativeky easy fob gor an experienced metal man to make. This would be the easiest 
and Least expensive route to go. The reason most shops tet you they can't is because 
the car is not prepared as T have Listed and it is extnemty to thy and replace 
tusty sheetmetal and a reat problem with the doors and runningboards in the way. You 
should also remove the seat and any upholstery in that area to allow cutting and welding.

1f the rust extends into the {Loon area you wile need to remove the body mounting 

botts and raise the body about four inches in onder to faciLitate welding in that 
area. Tn other words, the sheetmetat man will need a clear working space and clean metal 
to weld the new metal to. In majon body panel replacements it is alfunys wise to have 
the car 100% apart and abe surrounding metal sandblasted before you start. 

The second option woud be to cut the complete rusted section gnom the car Leaving 
at Least six inches of good metal around it 40 the basic shape can be copied. After 
nemovae ghom the car the bad section can be shipped to whitepost Restoration in 
Vinginia where they can make you a new rocker useing the old for a pattern. 1 must 
stress...They will need a complete section for a pattern and this would usually 
require you to cut into the cowe and the door post and about 10 inches into the {Loon 
to give them enough to work from. This of course is a majon undertaking and will be 
very expensive compared with my ginst suggestion. It can be done, but you {ust have 
to decide which route you prefer to take. There is no easy way when you get nto
